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Summary 

New  orders  for  manufactured  goods  in  August  increased 
$6.8  billion  or  3.1  percent  to  $226.6  billion  following  a 
3.6  percent  decline  in  July.  Orders  since  the  beginning  of 
the  year  have  averaged  $217.7  billion  per  month,  7.8  percent 
above  the  $201.9  billion  average  for  1987.  All  of  the 
August  increase  in  orders  was  in  durable  goods  as 
nondurables  were  virtually  unchanged  from  July. 

Shipments  of  manufactured  goods  in  August  increased 
$4.6  billion  or  2.1  percent  to  $221.3  billion.  The 
shipments  increase  was  also  concentrated  in  durable  goods, 
as  nondurables  showed  a  0.3  percent  decline. 

Unfilled  orders  in  August  increased  $5.3  billion  or  1.2 
percent  to  $451.9  billion,  continuing  the  upward  trend  which 
began  in  March  1987.  The  last  time  unfilled  orders  had  an 
extended  upward  trend  was  December  1982  through  May  1984. 

Inventories  in  August  increased  $1.8  billion  or  0.5 
percent  to  $345.6  billion,  continuing  an  upward  trend  which 
began  in  April  1987.  The  inventory  to  shipments  ratio  in 
August  was  1.56,  down  from  1.59  in  July. 

New  Orders 

New  orders  for  durable  goods  in  August  were  up  $6.9 
billion  or  5.9  percent  to  $123.0  billion.  Most  of  the 
increase  was  in  transportation  equipment,  up  $5.6  billion; 
motor  vehicles  and  parts  were  up  $3.0  billion  and  aircraft 
and  parts  up  $1.6  billion.  The  rest  of  the  increase  in 
durable  orders  was  in  non-electrical  machinery,  up  $1.4 
billion  or  6.3  percent  to  $22.8  billion;  the  specific 
categories  showed  widespread  increases.  The  rest  of  the 
major  industries  showed  a  mixed  pattern  of  change. 

New  orders  for  nondurable  goods  in  total  were  flat  at 
$103.6  billion  with  increases  in  rubber  and  plastics,  paper 
and  tobacco  offsetting  declines  in  chemicals,  petroleum, 
texti les,  and  apparel . 

Shipments 

Shipments  of  durable  goods  in  August  were  up  $4.9 
billion  or  4.3  percent  to  $118.0  billion.  About  two-thirds 
of  the  increase  was  in  transportation  equipment,  where  motor 
vehicles  and  parts  were  up  $3.0  billion  or  18.6  percent;  in 
July  this  industry  declined  10.8  percent. 


Nonelectrical  machinery  snipments  increased  $0.8 
billion  or  4.1  percent  from  July  to  $21.6  billion; 
nonelectrical  machinery  shipments  have  shown  a  strong  upward 
trend  since  November,  averaging  nearly  2.0  percent  per  month 
increases.  Most  of  the  other  major  durable  goods  industries 
showed  smaller  increases  in  August. 

Shipments  of  nondurables  were  down  $0.3  billion  or  0.3 
percent  to  $103.3  billion.  The  pattern  of  change  within  the 
specific  categories  was  mixed;  the  largest  decreases  were  in 
chemicals  and  apparel,  and  the  largest  increases  in  rubber 
and  plastics,  tobacco,  and  printing. 

Unf i 1  led  Orders 

Unfilled  orders  for  durable  goods  increased  $5.0 
billion  or  1.2  percent  to  $431.1  billion.  Most  of  the 
increase  was  in  transportation  equipment  and  the  rest  in 
nonelectrical  machinery.  Transportation  was  up  $4.1  billion 
or  2.1  percent  to  $198.1  billion,  with  virtually  all 
categories  showing  gains.  Nonelectrical  machinery  increased 
$1.2  billion  or  2.0  percent  to  $58.7  billion.  Several  of 
the  other  major  industries  showed  small  declines.  Unfilled 
orders  for  nondurables  increased  $0.4  billion  or  1.8  percent 
to  $20.7  billion. 

Inventories 

About  half  of  the  $1.8  billion  increase  in  inventories 
in  August  was  in  durable  goods,  up  $0.9  billion  or  0.4 
percent  to  $226.4  billion.  Most  of  the  major  industries 
increased,  although  transportation  equipment  declined  1.2 
percent.  In  nondurables,  inventories  increased  $0.8  billion 
or  0.7  percent  to  $119.2  billion;  the  largest  increase  was 
in  chemicals. 

By  stage  of  fabrication,  materials  and  supplies 
increased  1.1  percent  and  finished  goods  0.8  percent;  work 
in  process  was  down  0.2  percent.
